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I an installation service transmitted by the configuration manager to the selected 
client machine,\he installation service installing at least part of the management software 
on the selected clrent machine. 

17. (Currehtly amended): The system of claim 16 wherein the data manager 
selects the client machine by evaluating a discovery information associated with the client 
machine against criteria.^^ 

1 8. (Original): The system of claim 17 wherein at least part of the discovery 
information associated with tha client machine is maintained in a data discovery record. 

19. (Original): The system of claim 16 wherein the data manager produces a 
configuration request for the selecteo^lient machine, and wherein the configuration 
manager receives the configuration request. 

20. (Original): The system of cmim 19 wherein the configuration request 
comprises a client configuration record. \ 

21 . (Original): The system of claim 19\wherein the configuration request is 
placed in a queue by the data manager and removed l^om the queue by the configuration

23. (Original): The system of claim 16 wherein the installation service 
comprises a bootstrj^p service for installing additional management software on the selected 
client machine.

28. (Currently amended): The method of claim 27 further comprising, 
evaluating a discovery information associated with the client machine,

connection to the client machine includeV associating a configuration request with the 
client machine. \ 

30. (Original): The method of claim\29 wherein attempting to initiate a 
connection to the client machine includes queuing\he configuration request, dequeuing the 
configuration request, and processing the configuratiW request. 

3 1 . (Original): The method of claim 30 wheretn the attempt to initiate a 
connection to the client machine is unsuccessful, and furthencomprising, secondarily 
queuing the configuration request. \ 
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/ 32. (Original): The method of claim 31 wherein secondarily attempting to 
initiate a connection t© the client machine includes dequeuing the secondarily queued 
configuration request. \

modifying the configuration request by writing data thereto indicative of the installation 
service executing on the client machine.

37. (Original): The method of claim 36 furtherVomprising queueing the 
configuration request having the data removed therefrom. \

comprises a bootstrap^ service, and wherein executing the installation service includes 
running the bootstrap sVrvice to connect to the client machine to another server, and 
transmitting additional software from the other server for installing on the client machine.
